Background

. Indication for MenACWY-D as a two dose
primary series for children 9 through 23
months approved by FDA in April 2011

* First meningococcal vaccine licensed for children aged <24
months

e High-risk recommendations in June 2011

. Children aged 2 through 10 years not routinely
recommended for meningococcal conjugate

vaccine
e Rates of meningococcal disease are low
* Antibodies wane quickly



Extending 2-10 vear-old language to
Include 9 through 23 month-oias

Initial plan was to discuss language around 9 through 23
month-olds with infant discussions

* No licensed vaccine for infants

Include extension of 2 through 10 year-old language down to
9 months in statement

Publish new ACIP Meningococcal Vaccines statement/ Draft
provided

e Last ACIP statement in 2005

 Multiple additional recommendations
